DKATH OF MAllSHAL lUZAINE. 

Tlie Kx-Uariihal of France Diet In KxIIe and 
Povorty Alter au Eventful Life— 
Siccteli ot His Career. 

(HpueliU to Tub OOMNIBT.t 

Mauiuii, Sept. 24. — Francois Achille 
Bazaino, ox-MarBlial of Franco, died here 
to-day. He was 77 years of ago. 

(Marshal Ba/'jiiiie was burn in 1811. He 
was educated for tho army, und as a 
young man served in Africa, wlioro ho so 
distinguished himself that he was decor- 
ated with the Gross of the Legion of 
Honor on the field of battle. Ho fought 
against the Carlists in Sjiain in 18.17, und 
returned lo Algeria in 18ltS), when bo was 
promoted t.o the rank of captain. He 
served in the Crimean war, and his bravery 
was Hiioh as to gain for him tho notice of 
botbGenii. Canrobertaudl'olissior. He was 
subsequently made a general of diristun 
and commanded the French portion of 
tho expedition wbicli ' reduced Kinburn. 
Ho took eoinmaiid <if the French oxiiedi- 
tion to iMo.xieo, which ho for a time con- 
ducted with great success, but misunder- 
standings arising between him and I\Iax- 
iiuilliun, hp in September 18SU, left the 
countty witit the whole of the expedition- 
ary forces. During the Franco-Gernmn 
war Marshal Bazaino acted a conspicuous 
and for hiiiisolf a most unfortunate part. 
After the defeat at Sedan he returnod to 
Motz, which was invustod by the (!er- 
niaiis under Prince Fretlurick Charles. 
After stiniding a siege of several wuoks he 
capitulated when 2 hiiinhnlB, 60 generals, 
(i.OOO othcers and •;1.73,IK)0 men laid down 
their arms. France 'nevw forgave, him 
for this misfortune. His conduct was 
iiii|nired into by a cominission'. Ho was 
tried by cinirt-inartiid for military incapa- 
city and of bting a traitor to hia country. 
He HUB found guilty of not having done 
all that was rocjuired by duty and honor, 
and was sontunuud to degradation and 
death. Thu sentence of death was not 
carried out, but he waS' imprisoned in tho 
Ho Sto. Marguerite, Ho escaped and 
ilud, first to Italy luid then to Spain, 
where ho lived for many yoars. There 
are many who believe that Bazaino was 
both capable and loyal, and thal^ he was 
[lunishod for being unfurtuhate.] 

THK KUNKRAt. 

Maiiriu, Sept. 24. — Tlio funeral of tho 
late ex Marshal Baiuiiiie took place Uj-day. 
T'liree carriages , ountaincd the mourners, 
among whom* was Marshal H, Cainpos, 
formurlj' Captiiin-denoral of Cuba. Five 
cubs followed tho carriages. Tivunty cards 
were left at tbu apartiiientK of the dead 
oxile, but no flowers were sent. Iliii 
sword and epaulettes were tho only in- 
signia of his rank placed upon the bier. 
A group of Fronchiiiou stood near a.s tho 
hoarse approached the cometory, but they 
'did not uncover their heads, though they 
removed their hats while another funeral 
passed a minute or two later. The French 
ICmbassy had a ropreientative present 
who carefully noted the details of the 
burial.

TUHACCU SMOKING. 

The London Times of a lato date con 
lina a moderate and very sensible ar 
i-'le on loliacco smoking. It review; 
uite a iiuiobci' of lutters it had recciveo 
>ii the Hulijecl ami i-oiiif.s to the conclu- 
sion tlias the habit of biiiokiiig is not si 
injurious as many people imagine, but in 
fact to nuiuburs it is not injurious ai all. 
It says: "A glnuoe at the smoking inlbit^ 
of to-day as contrasted with those of lift\ 
years ago, coupled with a glance at tht 
- physique of tlio present generation, will 
effoctually di.spu! the idea that tobacco ex- 
erts the noxious inlluuncc which Ino' 
been at tribut ed to it by its iidverBarioa. ' 
Tlie Tiiiii-x (li.scuKses the vexed question ul 
cigarette .smoking. It empiires into the 
ciiiuliliciii oi tlio Turks who are tlui great - 
est cigaret te smokers in tin; world. They 
smoke cigarettes iiiurniiig, noon and night, 
from childhood to old ago, when they are 
at work and when tliey are ut play, yet 
this C(H)Stant smoking does not seem to do 
them any liann. Even the womon ii. 
Turkey sinoko cigarettes. It may bo^aaiil 
that the Turks are seasoni^d. That being 
smokora for sevoml genuratinns they are 
ciiiii|)letoly iiicotiiiixL'il, Hut it Beouu, 
that if .smoking ia hurtful, the longer men 
smoke the more deiiioivilizuil must tlie\ 
bueoniu, iiiciil.'dly and ])hyaically, and 
that tile I bird generation of smokoii- 
would lio far inferior to tho lirat. It i; 
unfortmmtu that Ho eniineiil an authority 
as tlie 'IHmes sliould givo its verdict in fa- 
vor of tobacco smoking, mid in view 
of the untiput\iy wliicii many |{Dod people 
have ,to tobacco in all its forms, ii 
might be prudent to conceal tho fact. Bui 
timt would' be hn possible. The sinnkeri« 
aro now so niiinorous, so iiitulligeiit and 
so iiilluential a boily tliat anything that is 
■aid ill favor of their dearly loved weed 
must Hooii obtain, whether we like it 
or not, the greatest pos.sihlo publicity. 
Jknd after all, if the Times in riyht, and 
we have not the prusuinptuin to say that 
it is not, is it not just as wull that tlu 
irubii should be known'/ Tho approval ot 
the Tinieji may encourage soino Hmokoid to 
continue what a few of their friends ami 
relatives may regard as a foolish and per 
nioious hiibit, but then again tho fuvur- 
ahh) dictuin of tiiiit poworful journal iiiiiy 
relievo tliu anxiety wiucli is felt by many 
who view witli solicitude what tiioy con- 
sider the iiiiiiKidurato usu of tidiacco by 
those who they luvu ur feel an interest ir. 



Tlie (jood nmy Uui.h on tho wholo balance 
the evil. Tho Times, howiv/er, tnlces a 
stand when discussing one branch of this 
auhjoct which all persons of well regulated 
minds will approve. It thinks that as 
must men : would not like to soo ladies 
acquire. the habft of smoking, they should 
be cairejih nob to annoy their mothers and 
wives aiid sisters by smoking in inappro- 
priate places." It is observable that gen- 
tlemeti are not always as considonite in 
this matter us they might bo. They seem 
to forget that tho anioke which ia ao grate- 
ful to them is e.ifooodingly disngrooablo 
to their lady friends. , 

TEMPERANCE IN POLITICS. 

Has tho cause of temperance in thia 
Dominion and olsewhoro been advanced 
by prohibitory eiiai't ineiita, is a iiuestion 
to which various answers will he given. 
Soino very strong I eniper.-uu'e .-ulvocatcs 
say very omphalie.ally that it has, and that 
the only effective w.ay tip put cbiwii the 
evil of inteiiiperanee is by a stringent pro- 
hibitory hiw. Other.H who are al.so the 
friends of temperance say that tho inter- 
feronce of law has not been conducive to 
the progress of the cause which temper- 
ance men have at heart. They consider 
that eoin|iulanry meaaures neither con- 
vince tlie reasciii nor act upon tho con 
Mcienco — that they do not make iiioii ab 
stninera on ])rinciple .iiid they arc iMiise 
i|Ueiitly not ellectivo. There are tliose, 
too, who tiueatiou the right of a ninjority 
of their fellow citi/.eiia to dictate to them 
what they ahall drink and tn place out of 
their roach beverages which they 
enjoy mid consider necessary to 
their comfort;. Such men look 
upon a prohibitory law as an unjustifiable 
uiterforenee with thoir personal liberty 
and aa a voxatiously tyrannical enactment 
wiiich it is not biiuliiig on their cel. scionet^s 
to obey. Thc.se men net only violate the 
law but they taki' ,i plcasiiic in f nist rat iiig 
the tlesii^ns of the lawmakei:). They, tun, 
help to form a public opinion which makes 
the law to a very great e.\tont inopera- 
tive. Wo think that an impartial enipii- 
ry will show that tho Scott Act m tho 
liouiiiiion has not only been a failure but 
that it has been prejudicial to tho tompor- 
aiico cause. The condition as regards 
the use ot intoxicants of ii town or county 
in which the Scott Act haa been tried iiiiil 
lias faih'd will, we believe, be found uoisc 
than before it was int roduced. Tlie lialiil iial 
violation of law baa demoralized very 
many of its inhabitants .and the ease with 
which drink could be bad in places of re- 
sort has placed numbers of young men in 
tho way of toiuptatioii. The advocates of 
teniporaiice find that in such places they 
have their work to do over again, that in 
fact their last state was worse than 
their tirst. The cause of this is not far 
to seek. Tho passage of the Scott Act in 
most places where it haa had a majority 
at tho polls has been the W(jrk i^f an ac- 
tive, and we are fiu ciul to adil, a some- 
what intolerant minority. These enthiis- 
iasta took upon theniaelves the advocacy 
of tho law. They proclaimed themselves 
to be on tho side not only of temjierancc 
hut of religion and good morals generally. 
They reproached those who o])])osed them, 
no matter from what motives, as the pro- 
moters of drunkenness and the friends of 
vice. Some men who loved quiet and 
good repute, although they did not be- 
lieve in the la»V, rather than gain the 
odium of opposing all that was g<i(ul, held 
their tongues, and wlieii the day of voting 
came either reiiiained at home or tn please 
tho.so whose favor ami good opinion they 
desired to retain voted for the law. They 
said to theiiiaelvea, "if it can do no good 
it can do no harm, 1 can always get a.'^ 
much as I want to drink," and so they 
went to iiwell the majority. Politicians, 
who wished to stand well with the teuiper- 
aiicu people, though by no means con- 
\'iiicud that the law is bused upon sound' 
lirinciples or is beiielicial in its operatioi , 
voted for the law. Tho consequencea ut 
passing a law in such cireuinstaiicos might 
easily have been foreseen. .\ot having pub- 
lic o])iiiion and the public conscience on 
its aide it w;ia violated in every sb;ipe and 
way. Prohibition in the Nortluvt;st is de- 
clared by tliusc who have tlic best means 
of observing its working to have been a 
failure. It did not and apparently could 
nut prohibit. Men drank and got drunk 
in Hpite of the law, und tho advocate of 
tuototalism finds he has m hard work to 
gain converts in tho Northwest as ho had 
in places that never had a prohibitory law. 
It ia lianl to eonvinco tliosi! who were 
never witnessea of an attempt to put the 
■Scott .Act or a prohibitory law into </pera 
t ion that the resirlts which they jiredict 
ami hope for will nut folhiw its introduc- 
tion. "If liipior i.s Laken out of people'.-, 
reach tlieyiiius; be leiiip-jrale. .Make a 
law to |ire\eiit the manul'actnrc an 
of intoxicating drinks .iiid (Iriiiiki'iiiu'ss 
.iiid nil the evils whicli follow in its train 
must diaapjiear. " Those good people in 
their enthusiasm are unaccountably blind 
to tho fact that no law that has ever yet 
been made has been suiticiently' strong to 
take nitoxicating drinks out of the reach 
)f the p.ooplu. Those who like drink will 
get it in spile of the law. Even in th 
.State of iMaiiie, where a stringont pro 
hibitory law h.is been on the statute book 
for thirty yc^ai s and a gcnurati 'ii lias Ihkm 
born and rciireil iiiidi'r proliibitury in 
ihieiicos, the trallic in intoxicating drink.' 
has not been killed. That State, ii 
the theories Tif the pndiibitionists aro 
true, should be by this time only i 
little less pure and happy than Paradise. 
It ought, to bo ab the very loastan Aruadia 
where ignorance, crime, want and unhap- 
pineaa cannot he found, lla.s thirty years 
f prohibition brought it to this beatilic 
state/ .'Vre the natives of the state of 
Maine jiruverbially the .superiors of thu 
iiativea of other .states and couiitriea in 
which intuxical iiig drinks art! uiuhu' the 
law i»crniittcd to bo niaiiufactured anil 
sidd? The introduction of tho temperance 
luestion into the politics of the Dciminioii 
has not purified them in the least. It 
has lather had a contrary eil'ect. It hia 
a tendency to make public men insincere. 
Thu unm who is very desirous to have tho 
votes of iirohibitionists, when ,ho IIiuIh 
that those votes ennnot bo had on any 
other terms will, no mattcM- what hia coii- 
victiuns aro, iniiku loud profi'Ksioiis of 
v.ual for prohibition. And unlhusiasliu 



pi'ohibitionistH on thoir jinrt will rofusu to 
vote for tlui honest and c.ipable tiian who 
will not tiiko their pledge, and vote for 
the dishonest, incapable, who haa nothing 
to rocoininond him but Ida loud profesa- 
ions of faith in prohibition. A calm con- 
sidurutlun of all tho circuniBtanues has 
convinced us that the introduction of the 
prohibition q^uestion into the field of poli- 
tics is nob beneficial to either true temper- 
ance or sound politics.

.V Kesideut of Pandora Streiit Takes an Ovt>r 
dose of Moriibino— Her Life 8aved 
I'rdnipt and ICuerget^o-'MeaaUi'et.'' ' 

()ii Sunday evening, between (! and 7 
o'chick, residents on the upper end id' I'an- 
dora avenue were considerably atartled by 
the report that a lady residing in a cot- 
tage near Cook street hud eiuled her life 
either by accident or design with a dose 
of poison. People living in the im me- 
diate vicinity of tho cottai;e upon entering 
the preinisea were terrilied to see the 
wcniian stretched upon a bc<l aud appar- 
ently lifeless. Hoi limbs were iiertectly 
rigid .and she had oveiy appearance' of a 
corpse. The family were nearly crazed 
with grief, and those who were present say 
the sight tvos oiiolong to be;remembered— 
tho woman extended un the bed, aud sur- 
rounded by weeping relatives making 
fruitless ellorls to restore vitality to the 
boily from wdiicli, a|)parently, the last 
Hp.ark of life had Hod. .Medical assistance 
was procured without delay, and in a brief 
space of time Dr. F. W. Hall arrived. .\ 
hurried exaiiiinatiou revealed to tho doc- 
tor that the woiiiiin had taken an overdose 
of morphine, and that if her life was to be 
saved, prompt and energetic luoasures 
would have U.I bo ' resorted to — in fact, a 
fe>v minutes delay would prove'tatal. .-\ 
jxiwerfnl emetic waa adminiBtured and 
other nieaiia adopted lo restore life. 
These ell'orts were fortunately successful, 
and in a fow momenta the u])]jareiitly 
lifeless woman showed syniptonia of re- 
turning animation, ,which were followed I 
by a vidleiit lit of "vtinifling. Un- 
der the directiana of Dr. Hall, I 
the patient was then sidzed ! 
by t he oentlemen present and fiu'ced t(; | 
walk about. .She was not perinitteil to | 
remain still a nnnuent, and liespite her I 
ontreatiea tu bo allowed tu aleep she w.-is ' 
taken outside the house and walkeil upj 
and down for tho apace of nearly two| 
hours. Uy this time the ellects of lliej 
drug hail |]assed away, and all daiii,'er wiis 
over, although the lady was still ipiitc | 
weak and languid. Yesterday phe was 
somewhat better and had nearly recovered 
her iisiwd good health. 

The relatives and friends of Hie un 
iiapjiy laily are veiy reticent over tho af- 
fair, and refiiae to furnish any particulars 
of the poisoning, which, they alle;.;e, was 
accidental. It liiis been ascertained, how- 
ever, that the ladj\ who beloiiga to ,a 
highly res|)ectablu family in WaHhinijion 
Purritory, only an-ived in this city on 
Saturday evenuig to reside . with her i ela 
tivos on Pandora atroot. Fifteen years 
.■e.,'o she had married a man with wlioiiislie 
lived happily until a few months ago, when 
it tr.-inspireil that the Inisba'iid had hecu 
'Harried Ijefoi e, and t lie lirst wife not onl}' 
(nil 111 an appearance hut claimed the hus- 
band from whom she had been ten long 
years separated. Nothing loth^ the worth- 
lesa follow coliaciitcd, and tho discarded 
wife, driven nearly crazy by tho ccmihict 
of one wlioin slie had for so long looked 
u|Min as her lawful husband, was induced 
liy .'i so-called medical man to take a ler-

The lecture rooms id' the V. "SI. C. A. 
were erowiled laat eveiiiiiL; to hear the 
addroa.ses of lliiv. Dr. Sutherland and Mr. 
.1. .1. Maclaren, Q. C, ou the political 
and economic aspects of the teiinieranee 
ipiestion. liev. Don.ild I'^iviser occupied 
the chair, .-uid after opeiiiiiL' the uieel ing 
with hymn and prayer, he made a few 
remarks on the subject of teinpiu'ance 
before int roilnciiiL; Dr. .Sutherland. 

Dr. Sutlierlaml, whi' was warmly re- 
ceived, said it was the greatest satisfaction 
to Mr. Miichireii and himsolf to notice the 
activity in temperance matters which 
existed in this province. lie contended 
that with Ihe people rested the ri'.,dit 
to prohibit the wholesale niaiiufaidure 
and sale of spirit nous liipmrs. In this 
matter, as in i.'Veryt iiiiig else, the niajority 
muse rule, and it luiiRt be aduiitted by all 
that the people had the right if they choose 
to exert it, to prohibit the sale and maiiii- 
facturo of what waa hurtful (Hid injurious. 
Ho related how tho temperance inoveniont 
lirst started in an cH'oit to re<-laiiii drunk- 
ards, but bow Ibis was not eiioUL;li, as it 
w;is found that althoiii,'ii reforiiiarioiis 
weie made daily, new eases cropped up. 
Other means hud lo be adopted, au>l the 
most ell'eetive waa to aim a blow at the 
root of the ovil— to atop the supply. It 
would not do to loll oil" the branclie.s 
while t he rool, reiii.aiiiei! untomdied. It 
was also found llnU the people. |,;id lo be 
educated iiptotliis iile:i, aiid not only the 
people but the IcL'islal .)i s who were their 
representatives. He showed liow pi-iiliilii-

He 
ineiilioned how astonished he was lo see 
saloons here not alone open day and ni',dit 
Imt duriiii,' the S.-ddiaili. lie iiie tioned 
liaviin; lie.ird that during the laat session 
of tho local legislature a pronniioiit mem- 
ber of the goveriiiiient hr.d introduced a 
temperance iiieiiaiire, which had iiiel with 
ljul scant coiirti.'sy at llie hands of mein 
hers. He lioped, however, this same n'eii- 
Ib'iiian would |,i.rsi'Verc and rc-iiit lodmui 
his bill each session, and t he people should 
mark those who voted against such mea- 
sures in future. In the east the movo- 
moiit was nirtkiii!; fairly .satisfactory ju-o- 
'_;resa, and in f,)iieliec the Calholics and 
I'rotestaiits were iiiiiled 111 llieir 
ell'orts to olilaih liirllier restric- 
tion. He showed how l.eliciiel,il the 
prohibitory laws ol No\a .Scotia 
proved, and in thai province the bur sys- 
lem had been done away with, thus prac- 
tically iibolisliiiii; t hi! peruieioua habit of 
ireatiiit;, which, in his opinion, was the 
most hurtful .source of the liipiorevil. In 
the previous Doiniiiiou parbainciil there 
were lifty-livo who voted for immediate 
total prohibition. In the present houso 
the number was seventy, with several 
supporters absent, and at this rate of pro- 
;,'ro8sion tho next lioiiso will have a ina- 
jiu'ity of proliibilioiiisis aiiioiig its iiieiii- 
bera. .A luajorily of lliepreseiil 'InL-irio 
legislature were said to betolal abslaiiiers, 
and fully oiio-lialf of Toronto's aldenuen. 
Like iimiiy other great abusea, the liipibr 
I ruiiic could not be controlled all at onco, 
it will take time and patience, as did tho 
abolition of slavoiy, the Catholic omanci- 
piitioii. the repeal of the corn laws, and 
other ^reat reformat ions. I'robibitioii 
was ill sight, and the day will surely come 
when iHililieal parties will only be too glad 
to lake it up. When we Iiud 
Huch mull let us help tlioni all we can. Ho 
hoped tho day would soon come when. in a 
majority of the constituencies, as in Hal- 
ton and Colehosliu' this ytar.all the candi- 
dates would he prohibitionists and the 
main itiiesl.ioii of contention was who is 
tliobeat y He waa delighted with the iii- 
torost taken in the tomnetauco i|iieati(di 
in Victoria, and would always reiiiunibor 
with pleasure his visit to this city. (Ap- 
plause.)

TIIK FAR NORTH, 

The Kii|;ll8li Misaion at Fort SiiniiBou, Uac- 
keuzlf Rlvflr— Mr. O^lvle Heard IVom— 
Usins Gold fur Bnllets. 

Rev. .1. W. (larton, an I'^piscopal olor- 
Ltyman, who has been located at Fort 
.Siiupaon, on tho Miiekonzio river, 1,000 
miles north of Calgary, arrived in Wiiini- 
[lei,' with his wife tho other day ca nuiif 
for I'hitrland. In an interest iiii; interview 
with a Ciitl re]iiirter Mr. (larton said hia 
W(U'k in the north waa among the Dog 
i{iba and .Slavis tribea,the foriiior number- 
ing about 800 and the latter about 250 at 
Fort Siiiqiaon. Tho tribes are much larg- 
er than ruproseiitod by these figures, but 
are sciittered in all jiarta of the country. 
iMr. (larton describes these Indians as bo- 
iiii,' more civilizod than the tribes f.irllier 
south. They dress in European style, 
and are St ranioM-s to the blanket .-ind paint, 
the two priiici[)al fealiires of the costume 
of the plain Indians. They are m iglihor- 
ly among theiiiselves and well disposeil 
towarils the whiles, with whom they are 
anxious to trade. Mr. Gartoli attributes 
the superior eivilixation of these noi-thern 
aborigines, us compared with their brotli- 
reii of the plaiii.s, to tho fact that tint}' es- 
caped the degrailiiig evils and vices of 
while men, to which poor Lo falls uneasy 
victim when once he coiiios in contact 
with llieui. 

Speaking of the climatic conditions of 
the Mackenzie river district, Mr. Oarbon 
states that the winter usually seta in nbout 
the inidille of October and lasts until the 
iiiidilli' of .\pril. During .laiuiiiry and 
l''elii iiafy the average teiniierat lire ia 
about degrees below zero, and last 
year the lowest point touched by the mer- 
cury was 51 bi liiw. For about six weeks 
in midwinter tbere is only about four 
liojirs of daylight, darkness sotting in 
about 2 o clock in the afternoon, uiid in 
midsuinmer the days are correspondingly 
loiii;. I'loiiLthiin; commences in the latter 
pari of May. \'eL;elablea and barley are 
-r.iwn siieei ssfiilly . Wheat has vegeLT-ted 
luxuriaully, but Ins L'eiiurally failed to 
ripen, 

iMr. (iarlon brings the very interesting 
information that the Indians liviiii; in the 
neighborhood of Fort Wrigloy report liml- 
iii'.; a yellowiali metal which they have 
used for killinir birds. The metal used is 
supposed to he nothing less than precious 
?iold. .Mr. (■'jirton says tliat .Mr. 
(Igilvie, who is now ex]dorinf^ 
ill the Yukon country for the 
govornmout, will be at Fort Smith 
thia fall on his way home, and if thia mat- 
ter is brought to his notice ho will pro- 
bably taki! time to make an investigation. 

.Mr. Carton n-puris that l.iu'd Lonsdale 
was at l''oil .Simpson, and liaa yoiie down 
ihe .Mackenzie River lo the Arctic Sen to 
hunt niiiskoxen and to eX|)lor«. The 
Hudson Bay Company's steamer Wrigley 
now navigates the Mackenzie River be- 
tween Fort Smith and Pool River, a <lis- 
tnnco of l,-l(l() miles, and makes tho iiuind 
trip in twenly-oiie iiays. The boat ia a 
propeller, with iiiiieiy-fool keel and foiir- 
teen-biot l.i-aiii, and is well adaiited for 
river iiavi;;.itioii. 

Mr. ( iarton says there aro no horsoa or 
waeoiis in tho Macken:<ie River basin, and 
lliat many of tho natives havo never aoeii 
such tliiiig.s. At each Hudson Bay post a 
few head of cattle are kept for iiiilkiiig 
imrposea.
